>  i^iiig  hla  tenure  of  afflce  In  the  Irish  Free  State 
heJIiaa  not  ImproTed  economic  condlttona  in  that 
co^Uj.  On  the  contrary,  hla  poUclq*  hate  deft- 
nil^  dacreaaed  trade,  and  it  la  aigniflcant  that 
the  unrest  he  has  promoted  among  tba  agrlcul- 
turiats  in  the  Free  State  ia  forcing  his  hand  to  a 
teveraal  of  tha  policies  which  he  has  been  pur 
suing.  As  a  result  of  a  vialt  which  tfye  Irish 
President  has  paid  to  London  there  are  to  be 
mtotlatloni  affecting  the  In.sh  Land  Annuities 
to  commence  on  Octobar  14.  This  indicates  a 
change  ol  attitude  on  the  part  of  Mr.  da  Vakra 
mho  hitherto  haa  maintained  that  only  an  inter- 
national board  of  arbitration  would  be  permitted 
to  consider  this  vexed  question. 

It  Is  no  wander  that  a  change  of  heart  is 
being  evidenced  in  the  policies  of  the  Irish 
President.  The  Free  State  trade  returns  for 
Atgttst  ahov  there  was  a  falling  off  of  23  per 
cent  in  the  value  of  imports  and  of  60  per  cent 
In  the  value  of  exporu.  The  total  trade  of  the 
coDUCry  In  that  month  dropped  about  38  per  cent. 
During  the  period  from  January  to  August  im- 
ports fell  1  per  cent  and  exports  22  per  cent, 
with  total  trMe  faOlas  IS  per  cent.  Mr.  de 
Valera  has  been  endeavoring  to  find  new  mar- 
iteia^ta  xeplaca  that  oLfirltftln.^ce  Britain  im- 
pOMl  dutiee  for  the  j^orp^  of  eoUecting  the 
Land  Annuities.  The  Free  State  has  failed  sig- 
nally In  this  policy.  Obviously  there  is  no  mar- 
ket that  can  reptaiM  fldit  of  Britain  for  Ireland's 
Agrir  iltural  products,  or  certainly  no  market  at 
a  tim#  of  such  economic  conditions  as  prevail  at 
preaent.  li  le  noted  that  tradJnf  with  countries 
other  than  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  in 
August  represented  31  per  cent  of  all  imports 
and  4.8  per  cent  of  all  exports.  In  the  eight 
months  from  January  to  August  sucli  trade  rep- 
reeented  20  per  cent  of  all  imports  and  3.4  per 
cent  of  all  exports. 

Economic  stress  among  agriculturlst.s  in  Ire- 
land;  and  they  are  the  backbone  of  the  country's 
prosperity,  is  forcing  the  hand  of  Mr.  de  Valera. 
Farmers  of  all  commodities  arc  complaining 
bitterly  of  the  loss  of  the  British  market.  That 
loss  means  that  no  market  Is  left.  They  are  fac- 
ing disaster.  It  has  always  been  uiulorstood  by 
those  who  know  Ireland  that  her  present  diffi- 
culties would  be  solved  Internally;  in  other 
words,  that  economic  conditions  growing  out  of 
Mr.  de  Valera's  policies  would,  Jorce  him  to 
change  his  attitude.  Thrft  is  what  is  happening 
At  the  present  time,  and  more  speedily  than  many 
realized.  Mr.  de  Valera  is  in  a  more  chastened 
frame  of  mind.  Britain  holds  the  whiphand 
irttsB  there  Is  any  economic  warfare  between  her 
and  the  Irish  Free  SUte.

BRITISH  LABOR  POLIOlEi 


Britain's  Labor  Party,  despite  warnlngi  from 
Mr.  Arthur  Henderson,  seems  unable  to  read  the 
signs  of  th*  tfeaes.  The  rery  policies  which  led 
to  the  shattering  blows  from  which  it  suffered 
in  the  election  of  last  August  are  being  re- 
aiBrmed;  in  fadi  It  has  intensified  its  apprecia- 
tion of  these,  which  l.s  an  liviiration  of  lis  pres- 
ent lack  of  leadersliip  and  iu>  luilure  to  imder- 
Btand  how  nearly  those  pohelee  broogh*  Britain 
to  the  verge  of  economic  disaster.  That  party 
has  made  acquisitions  of  no  new  blood  of  smy 
Talue  slnee  Its  defeat  At  tha  polls.  II  has  not 
shown  the  vitality  neces.sary  for  recuperation 
from  its  own  signal  failure  in  the  art  of  govern- 
ment. It  has  enunciated  no  new  programme,  and 
at  its  latest  conference  has  been  simply  rattling 
the  dry  bones  of  the  skeleton  in  lUs  cupboard. 

It  Will  take  many  years  to  banish  from  the 
memory  of  the  British  public  the  failures  of  the 
last  Labor  AdmUUstration.  Mr.  Ramsay  Mac- 
Donald  has  reallaed  thlf  and  has  launehed  his 
poUtical  future  into  new  channcL-s.  Those  fail- 
ures constitute  a  lesson  that  remains  to  be 
learned  by  Mr.  LaniArary.  and  there  Is  no  evi- 
dence that  the  Laborites  as  a  whole  are  any 
better  Informed.  If  they  were  they  would  never 
have  adopted  such  a  platform  as  that  sanctioned 
with  mistaken  rathutlAam  at  the  lateet  con- 
ference.

Obviously  some- 
thing substantial  was  known  about  the  eondltiod 
of  the  endowment  funds  of  the  university  prior 
to  that  election.  The  Oovernment,  in  appealing 
for  a  resumed  mandate  «f  power,  dtould  have 
taken  the  people  Into  Its  confidence.  As  matters 
have  developed  Premier  Bracken  can  hardly  be 
said  to  have  kept  faith  with  the  trust  which  the 
people  have  placed  in  him.  The  measure  to 
which  tJnlon  Oovernment  has  been  established 
In  Manitoba  does  not  inspire  public  confidence. 


CONVEBSATION 


At  social  gatherings  of  these  latter  days  it 
may  be  of  value  to  think  of  how  little  exercise 
is  given  to  the  art  of  conversation.  There  are  too 
many  of  such  gatherings  in  which  little  or  no 
thought  Is  exercised;  the  talk  Is  mostly  in  banali- 
ties, and,  so  far  as  conversation  is  concerned,  it  Is 
non-existent.  Hlghy  strung  nenres  and  the  pro- 
cess of  Introspection  Induced  by  a  psychological 
trend  of  the  times  is  probably  one  cause  of  the 
loes  of  the  art  of  ctmTersatlon.  There  are  ottier 
causes.  One  of  them  Is  the  gradual  disappear- 
ance of  home  life;  another  is  some  lack  in  the 
fulillment  of  edueattonal  requlrementa,  or  at 
least  of  the  grace  of  ability  to  both  talk  and 
listen,  the  foundation  of  which  should  be  laid 
In  aehool  days. 

With  young  people  conversation  seems  to  be 
a  lost  art.  This  fact  is  dwelt  upon  by  Miss  Betty 
Inslc4>.  daughter  of  the  Bishop  of  Barking,  in 
an  article  In  The  London  Evening  News.  In  her 
opinion  conversation  is  nourished  in  the  home 
and  people  are  sddom  there  to  novrUh  it.  it 

goes  to  pieces  In  a  crowd,  and  the  modern  youth 
are  apt  to  gd  to  piece^  out  of  a  crowd.  Conversa- 
tion demands  ooneentratkm  and  that  la  a  faculty 
becoming  strangely  lacking  "We  have  reached 
a  stage, '  says  Miss  Inskip,  "when  we  are  patheti- 
cally dependent  upon  our  senses  and  most  satis- 
factorily Independent  of  our  brains."  That  does 
not  mean  that  people  talk  lees  than  they  did. 
They  talk  Inltaltely  more,  but  they  say  practi- 
cally nothing.  No  previous  generation  has  talked 
so  loudly  or  so  long.  The  speed-struck,  as  Miss 
Inskip  says,  "have  a  borror  of  silence.  There  is 
no  fear  of  talking  Intelligently  until  one  has  first 
learnt  to  be  silent,  and  the  modern  substitute 
for  conversation  is  as  innoeent  of  interplay  as 
certain  of  the  modem  substltutea  for  symphony. ' 

The  old  hnhit  was  to  toss  the  ball  of 
conversation  lightly  to  and  fro,  but  always 
lattlttfwtl^.

We  may  liave-  overlooked  iiome- 
thlng.  but'ln  needing  reports  of 

the  proceeding.s  of  the  most  not- 
able of  all  political  conventions  we 
did  not  netloe  that  among  the  re- 
solutions passed  was  a  resolution  of 
confidence  in  the  Liberal  leader- 
ship of  Rt  Hon.  William  Lyon 
Mackenzie  King.  But  that  may 
have  been  an  oversight  on  our  part 
or  on  the  part  of  the  rasoltttion 
comflAittee,  or  it  may  even  be  that 
Hon  Tan  Mackenzie  was  accorded 
the  privilege  of  passing  Judgment 
on  the  schedule  of  resolutions.  Nor 
did  we  ob.serve  that  among  the  dis- 
tinguished delegates  who  attended 
the  convention  was  Mr.  Hanson, 
at  one  time  a  favored  colleague  of 
Mr.  Pattullo  and  a  former  member 
of  a  provincial  government  For 
we  are  absolutely  .sure  that  if  Mr. 
Manson  had  attended  the  conven- 
tion he  would  have  made  a  speech 
or  two  ef  considerable  length  and 
would  have  moved  several  rer^ohi- 
tlons.  And  we  are  quite  certain 
Mr.  Manson  would  have  enthu- 
slo.'itlcally  seconded  that  somewhat 
tattered  and  frayed  resolution 
lauding  the  Liberal  policy  for  lead- 
ing all  the  world  In  the  adoption 
of  social  services  and  in  favor  of 
the  appHeatkm  of  still  more  aodal 
services,  with  Its  natural  accom- 
paniment of  decreased  taxes.  Of 
course  common  sense  and  ordinary 
reason  might  argue  that  the  two 
things  implied  In  the  resolution  ap- 
peared to  be  antagonistic  to  one 
another,  but  what  has  a  political 
convention  to  do  with  matters  of 
mere  common  aense  or  ordinary 
reaaon?

The  foundation  of  any  good 
tnldge  partnership  is  built  of  st^ne- 
thinR  more  than  a  mere  under- 
.■.tRndiiiK  of  each  othcr'.s  bidding 
methods  Many  theoretirally  ideal 
partnerships  have  turned  out  badly 
under  the  stress  of  tournament 
play  J)ecause  of  temperamental  in- 
compatibility between  the  two 
players.  You  oaaaot  make  a  win- 
ning comblnatten  out  of  two  tem- 
peramental and  excitable .  players 
any  more  than  you  can  make  an 
Ideal  combination  out  of  two  calm, 
stolid,  unagKreRsive  players.  The 
ideal  bridge  team  ha.s  an  anchor  or 
a  rock  of  Gibraltar  as  well  m  a 
creator.  By  creator  I  mean  a  man 
who  makes  situations,  creates 
swings,  and  In  elher  ways  provides 
the  action. 

Regardless  of  the  temperaments 
of  the  two  players,  the  Ideal  part- 
nership allows  each  player  to  take 
control  of  hands  when  the  proper 
hand  comes  around  for  him.  That 
Is  to  say,  the  superlative  pair  can- 
not have  one  player  continually 
making  the  deeislrasoaall  close 
hands,  becoming  iHHMarer  in 
every  no  trump  eeBHR^>r  shut- 
ting out  hi.s  partner  from  the  bid- 
ding There  Is  very  little  .sense  In 
having  one  player  play  all  thediim- 
mles,  evsn  though  he  be  the  l^etter 
dummy  player,  if  on  some  of  these 
hamds  hla  hand  Is  not  the  proper 
hand  to  be  the  declarer.  What 
<lees  one  profit  If  he  ptota  np  a 
trieli  en  the  play  oL  a  certain  hand 
when  he  has  lost  tWo  tricks  by  the 
fact  that  the  opening  lead  up  to  his 
hand  has  Ijeen  two  tricks  wor.se  for 
him  than  the  oi>enlng  lead  up  to 
his  partner's  hand?

When  he  gives 
yon  a  dense  en  your  king,  wMoh 
tena  you  to  shift,  you 
iprisss  there  is  some  ex- 
traottHlMry  reason  for  not  doing 

so.  Tf  he  doublrs  the  opponents 
declaration  rather  than  pa.sslng  th'' 
bid  to  vf»ii  and  lettlnK  vou  make 
the  decl.'.lon  as  to  whether  to  dou- 
ble or  overran,  believe  in  him  and 
let  hU  double  stand.  Similarly,  if 
he  passes  and  iMvee  tbe  decMon  le 
you.  telMaf  you  to  take  the  action, 
de  net  CsB  dewn  on  Mm  by  pass- 
ing, because,  after  all,  his  potsa  was 
made  for  you  to  take  some  action.

with  him  unless  you  have  very 
strong  reasons  to  know  that  his  de- 
fence Is  wrong  and  your  line  of 
play  will  be  the  winning  one  Be- 
llpve  in  his  hlgh-caid  slRnal.s  or  in 
his  lack  of  high-card  signals  Above 
all.  believe  in  his  plays  .Start  off 
on  the  a-viumptlon  that  he  is  mak- 
ing the  right  play  and  you  will  be 
able  to  think  mOre  dearly  and 
make  a  greater  percentage  of  cor- 
rect plays  yourself.  Give  liberal 
chances  hi  the  bidding  if  your  part- 
ner Ls  conservative;  on  the  other 
hand,  restrain  yourself  .somewhat 
if  you  know  your  partner  i.s  an 
overbldder  himself.

Aliove  all.  never  fight  with  your 
partner  during  the  session.  No  mat- 
ter iiow  badly  he  plays  or  what  he 
does,  do  not  remonstrate  with  him 
while  there  are  still  hand«  *o  be 
played.  At  the  end  of  the  session 
you  can  get  together  with  hfan  and 
smooth  out  the  rough  spots.  If 
you  abuse  him  or  he  abuses  you 
during  the  play,  you  are  sure  to  t>e 
in  difBeuIty  on  subsequent  hands  in 
that  session.

We  seciure,  through  otir  taxes,  the 
services  ot  an  organised  pallea  and 
fire  department,  and  we  also  pur- 
chase suOh  proCectlbo  against  dis- 
ease as  can  be  provided  by  the  ap- 
plication of  preventive  medicine  on 
a  community  ba.si.s.  by  a  modem 
public  health  department. 

What  Is  best  for  the  community 
ks  a  whole  is  usually  best  for  the 
Individual  citizen,  but,  when  there 
Is  oonfUet  bctwasn  the  two,  the  in- 
terests 9t  tbt  eoBMBUnlty  as  a  Rbde 
take  precedence  ovsr  tnoss  Oi  the 
individual. 

Communicable  diseases  arc  a 
community  problem.  Tliey  are  a 
serious  matter  fo-  the  individual 
who  contracts  one  or  other  of  them: 
bu'.  because  the  one  case  may  pass 
the  disease  on  to  many  others,  it 
is  mueh  mora  a  eonunonlty  than 
an  Individual  or  personal  matter. 

The  communicable  diseases  are 
spread,  in  general,  by  the  trans- 
ference of  germ  laden  secretions  or 
excretions  from  the  sick  to  the  well. 
This  spread  is  prevented  when  the 
sick  person  Is  removed  from  contact 
with  other  jitople.  The  case  is 
isolated. 

Communicable  diseases  all  have 

an  Incubation  period,  which  is  that 

period  of  time  ^tween  the  entrance 
of  the  germs  Into  the  body  and  the 
appearance  of  the  typical  symptom-s. 
The  incubation  perltxl  varies  with 
the  different  communicable  di.i- 
eases.  The  developing  case  may 
pass  on  the  disease  to  others  dur- 
ing the  Incubation  period,  partleu- 
terly  during  the  taitsr  part  o(  that 
period.  For  this  iBason.  those  who 
have  been  In  contact  with  a  case, 
and  so  may  fairly  be  expected  to 
have  contracted  thr  dlsea.'se,  are 
kept  away  from  others — quaran 
tlned— for  the  Incubation  period  of
